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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The prior position of record is maintained. Also, 
the applicant argues that the prior art of record fails to teach determining that a first frame rate is in error based upon a second frame 
rate (Amendment, Page 5). In response, the examiner notes that Chen (U.S. Patent: 5,751,725) teaches a means for frame rate error 
detection utilizing SER thresholds (Col. 11, Lines 15-30). Since the threshold adjustment is based on a difference between a first and 
second frame rate, in suspicion of a frame rate error in a first frame, rolling or continuous frame rate error detection is implemented, 
wherein the error detection resulting from the differing frame rate (suspected error since frame rate between frames typically does not 
differ, Col. 11, Lines 17-25) produces tighter thresholds (Col. 11, Lines 25-30.). In other words, a second frame rate is utilized in a 
comparison to a first frame that determines a suspected error in a first frame in order to adjust an SER threshold for future error 
detection. Thus, for at least the above reasons, the current rejection is maintained. The examiner also points out that an amendment 
regarding the invalid frame rate transition rules (full rate to eighth rate requiring a half rate transition), detecting the frame rates by 
performing a progressive series of threshold comparisons, wherein each threshold corresponds to a specific frame rate (full rate, half 
rate, eighth rate- as disclosed in the specification, Pages 6-9) and what is specifically meant by a speech decoder filter state may 
overcome the prior art of record. 
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
